MINIWANCA'  S  NEW  CREATION 
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Those  who  are,  and  all  who  in  the  future  may  become  "Founders,”  will  find 
in  the  Tipi-Wakan  at  Miniwanca  a  fresh  and  abiding  instrument  of  inspiration 
and  spiritual  suggestion  in  the  new  painting  by  Lillian  Thoele  of  "The  Dreamer 
and  His  Shoreless  Dream,*’  The  dreamer  is  Kinji-gissis ,  spiritual  founder  of  the 
present  American  Youth  Foundation;  and  his  dream,-  the  continuous  discovery, 
inspiration,  and  training  of  spiritually  minded  leaders,  for  all  the  high 
vocations  of  life,  from  among  the  ever  on-coming  youth  of  the  land.  It  is 
indeed  a  "shoreless  dream"  which  is  being  given  progressive,  practical  articu¬ 
lation  in  the  work  of  the  Amerioan  Youth  Foundation;  a  work  which,  under  God, 
should  never  end. 

The  triangular  space  allotted  to  this  painting  has  lent  itself  admirably 
to  a  triune  composition.  The  unit  on  the  left  is  the  first  in  order  of  pro¬ 
gression.  It  is  a  camp  fire  scene  on  the  shore  of  a  shining  lake,  originally 
Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin,  where  Kinji  first  made  known  his  dream  to  a  group  of 
older  boys  and  the  triumvirate  of  men  who,  through  all  the  years  since,  have 
been  friends  and  co-laborebs  with  him  in  their  steadily  expanding  task.  There, 
seated  about  a  friendship-fire,  with  its  comforting  warmth,  its  aspiring 
tongues  of  flame,  its  race-old  suggestiveness  of  the  presence  of  deity,  are 
Kinji,  Minisino,  Wadjepi,  Dad,  and  a  little  group  of  older  boys. 


What  a  fascinating  study  in  individual  and  group  portraiture  this  scene 
presents!  It  is  late  evening;  the  group  as  a  whole  is  surrounded  by  that  dark 
illusive  light  that  hovers  about  a  body  of  water  at  night;  yet,  each  face  is 
distinctively  "played-up"  by  the  tones  of  light  that  fall  upon  it  from  the 
central  fire. 

There  sits  Kinji  in  the  midst  of  them;  his  far-seeing  blue  eyes  looking 
beyond  them,  his  right  hand  outstretched  in  a  gesture  of  vision,  his  posture 
one  of  pimple  dignity;  we  can  almost  hear  the  tones  of  his  voice  against  the 
plash  and  play  of  the  nearby  wavelets,  the  fitful  cracklings  from  the  fire,  and 
the  occasional  flourish  of  a  wandering  breeze  through  the  tree  tops.  How  easily 
he  sits  there,  the  dynamic  center  of  that  entire  group! 

Now  look  at  Minisino;  successful  man  of  business,  and  Christian  idealist 
and  philanthropist  to  boot l  Scornful  of  laziness,  impatient  of  mediocrity, 
despising  inefficiency,  eager  to  venture  into  the  luring  unknown,  always  "in 
quest  of  the  best,"  quick  to  discern  and  appreciate  merit  and  promise  in  the 
young  people  about  him,  ready  to  aid  all  who  are  worth  aiding,-  look  at  him 
sitting  there  near  Kinji!  Notice  the  significant  placement  of  his  right  hand, 
the  thrill  in  his  face,  as  with  wide  open  and  discerning  eyes  he  looks  out  into 
the  "big  venture"  being  unfolded  before  him. 

And  there  is  Wadjepi!  Healthy  in  body,  healthy  in  mind,  healthy  in  spirit; 
of  nimble  wit,  invigorating  humor,  and  open  hearted  friendliness;  of  manly 
sportsmanship,  unflagging  zeal,  and  untiring  persistence;  the  practical  idealist, 
ready  on  the  instant  to  turn  dreams  into  doings,  visions  into  ways,  ideals  into 
actions;-  look  at  him  as  he  sits  there  with  that  curious  look  on  his  face,  every 
fibre  of  his  being  alive  to  the  kindling  significance  and  energizing  force  of 
the  vision  being  spread  out  before  him,  eager  for  the  signal  "up  and  after  it." 
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And  Dad!  Dad  whom  we  all  lovel  Dad  who  -thrills  us  with  his  stories  of 
nobility  and  heroism,  who  as  teacher  stimulates  us  to  high  thinking,  who  as 
counselor  and  friend  incites  and  motivates  us  to  nobler  end.eavor  and  more  worth¬ 
ful  living!  Dad  who  has  never  lost  the  thrill  of  livingl  Strong,  thoughtful, 
spiritual,  emphatic,  inspiring  Dad!  There  he  sits!  That  curve  of  his  lithe 
form,  that  bend  of  the  head,  that  penetrative  narrowing  of  the  eyes,  that  half 
smile  of  intense  appreciation,-  how  characteristically  expressive  they  are  of 
him  and  of  his  high  grasp  of  the  enterprise  being  propounded! 

These  three  men  look  as  if  they  might  at  any  moment  blurt  out  some  char¬ 
acteristic  phrase  of  enthusiasm  or  joy  or  eager  purpose;  but,  they  are  silent; 
tinglingly  silent;  as  befits  men  who  are  seeing  the  invisible,  the  possible, 
the  "ought  to  be!"  And  how  intently  the  boys,  whose  backs  are  towards  us,  seem 
by  their  very  postures  to  be  taking  everything  in!  On  that  memorable  night 
these  men,  and  the  boys  with  them,  were  drafted  into  an  endless  adventure  by  a 
Dreamer  with  a  Shoreless  Dream. 

Look  now  at  the  second  unit  on  the  right.  There,  pictorially  set  before 
us,  is  the  present  form  of  realization  to  which  that  early  dream  has  been 
brought.  There  are  the  dunes  whose  soft  amber  sands,  silent  through  long,  cold 
winters,  sing  jubilantly  each  summer  to  the  buoyant  tramp  of  youthful  feet; 
there,  the  games  that  develop  high  spiritual  sportsmanship  while  they  intensify 
and  enhance  our  physical  and  mental  alertness  and  vigor;  there,  the  social  inter¬ 
relations  that  generate  and  advance  life-long  comradeships;  there,  the  shrine 
that  invites  to  meditation  and  prayer  and  communion  with  God;  there,  the  spirit, 
ual  thoughtfulness  that  looks  out  upon  life  in  a  new  way,  with  that  "sting"  that 
"bids  nor  sit,  nor  stay,  but  go";  and  there,  the  shining  sea!  This  entire  unit 
is  a  coherent  representation  of  the  varied  activities  engaged  in  at  our  beloved 
camp,  activities  calculated  to  stimulate  and  advance  those  who  participate  in 
them  in  those  higher  ways  of  living  for  which  Miniwanca  stands. 

By  artistic  arrangement  of  lines  as  well  as  by  their  psychological  suggest¬ 
iveness,  these  two  units  carry  our  attention  and  interest  into  the  upper  and 
concluding  unit.  There,  stretching  out  beyond  that  shoreless  horizon,  spreads 
the  rhythmic  shining  sea,  inviting  all  who  dare,  to  sail  beyond  "the  light  of 
setting  suns."  See  how,  ©ne  by  one,  according  to  the  measure  of  their  daring 
and  their  responsiveness,  individual  campers  are  setting  out  in  their  own  dis¬ 
tinctive  barges,  out  towards  the  calling  horizon.  And  there,  on  the  far  edge 
of  the  waters,  is  that  mystic  barque  upon  which  our  great  leader  has  sailed  on 
ahead  of  us,  about  to  disappear  in  the  light  that  is  beyond;  and  there,  beyond 
him,  still  leading  him,  is  the  symbol  of  that  other  Leader  who  was  ever  before 
him,-  the  Cross!

Let  me  most  earnestly  urge  all  campers  and  leaders  to  give  careful  thought  to 
the  appeal  of  the  Memorial  Fellowship  Committee  for  funds  to  create  a  permanent 
scholarship  memorial  in  honor  of  our  departed  leader.

Current  contributions  to  the  American  Youth  Foundation  make  possible  the  train¬ 
ing  of  hundreds  of  other  young  people  who  attend  the  Founder  Camps,  in  addition 
to  those  who  receive  scholarship  grants  from  the  John  L.  Alexander  Memorial 
Fellowship. 

The  Memorial  Committee  is  anxious  that  no  one  shall  withhold  a  contribution  to 
the  fund  because  of  limited  resources  -  all  gifts  will  be  most  gratefully 
received.

WHY  I  BELIEVE  IN  FOUNDER  TRAINING  FOR  YOUNGER  GIRLS 


The  French  writer,  Rosseau,  in  a  famous  treatise  on  education,  written  in  the 
18th  century,  said: 

"The  education  of  the  woman  should  be  always  relative  to  the  man.  To 
please,  to  be  useful  to  us,  to  make  us  love  and  esteem  them,  to  educate 
us  when  young,  to  take  care  of  us  when  grown  up,  to  advise,  to  console 
us,  to  render  cur  lives  easy  and  agreeable:  these  are  the  duties  of 
women  at  all  times,  and  what  they  should  be  taught!" 

Our  first  impulse  upon  reading  this  paragraph  is  probably  to  say,  "How  the  world

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has  changed!"  And  so  it  has.'.  ..But  T '"believe  that  even  Rousseau  himself  would 
have  had  to  admit  that  the  women  of  his  day,  if  they  really  did-  as  he  advocated 
they  do,  had  considerable  influence  upon  the  life  of  the  times.  Women  of  all 
times  have  had  a  significant  part  in  shaping  the  standards  of  their  world,  and 
therefore  of  all  time.  From  present  indications,  it  seems  certain  that  the 
women  of  this  generation,  and  of  generations  to  come,  are  destined  to  play  an 
increasingly  important  part  in  the  life  of  the  world.  Their  contribution  is 
going  to  be  determined  by  the  height,  depth,  and  breadth  of  the  principles  which 
are  their  "ruling  passions"  and  the  pilots  of  their  conduct. 

! 

1  Those  of  us  who  believe  in  the  Christian  way  of  life  know  that  the  guiding 
principles  of  life  should  never  be  static,  but  should  grow  with  our  concept  of 
Truth.  However,  there  is  borne  in  upon  our  consciousness  more  and  mere  by 
actual  evidence  the  truth  of  the  fact  that  very  early  in  life  certain  habits  of 
thinking  are  formed  which  result  in  attitudes  that  can  never  be  changed  -  come 
what  may . 

The  American  Youth  Foundation  has  realized  the  tremendous  potentialities  with 
which  the  early  adolescent  years  of  girls  and  boys  are  fraught.  We  have  extend¬ 
ed  our  work  to  include  Christian  Leadership  training,  in  an  elementary  form, 
for  boys  and  girls  of  eleven  to  fifteen  years  of  age.  If  we  can  give  them,  dur¬ 
ing  these  years,  such  a  sane,  living,  challenging  conception  of  the  Jesus  way 
of  living  that  it  will  truly  be  a  pilot  to  their  conduct  in  the  days  ahead,  then 
we  shall  have  done  something  very  definite  toward  the  building  of  a  finer  world. 


I  believe  in  the  training  of  younger  girls  for  the  part  they  are  playing  and 
will  play  in  the  life  of  the  world.  Furthermore,  I  believe  thoroughly  in  the 
Founder  plan  of  training  younger  girls.  I  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  a 
part  in  this  plan  because  I  sincerely  feel  it  is  making  very  real  to  younger 
girls  the  kind  of  life  which  will  bring  them  happiness  and  mere  abundant  living, 
and  which  will  train  them  to  make  their  contribution  to  the  life  of  their  genera¬ 
tion.,

A  NEW  CAMP  UNIT

People  know 
that  and  recognize  its  importance .... .Unless  there  were  a 
complete  mutual  confidence  between  these  isolated  beings 
that  none  of  them  will  submit  to  dictation,  take  a  dare,  or 
let  the  Others  down,  the  thing  wouldn’t  work  at  all.  Now 
would  it?” 


We,  too,  have  our  frontiers,  our  soldiers  on  the  firing  line.  Our  Founders 
strung  out  across  the  whole  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  each  maintaining 
himself  on  the  strength  of  his  own  character  and  his  Founder  reputation.

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"LET  GEORGE  DO  IT" 


Every  generation  of  American  youth  has  had  certain  slang  phrases  characterizing 
the  language  of  that  period. 

How  well  do  some  of  us  oldsters  remember  the  days  of  "23  -  Skidooi"  -  "Abernit" 
and  other  choice  expressions  of  the  past.  "Have  a  heart!"  -  "So's  your  old  man" 
belong  to  the  more  recent  generation. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  expressive  phrases,  and  one  which  embodies  the  attitude 
of  all  generations,  even  though  it  was  not  so  expressed  verbally,  is  this-  - 
"Let  George  do  it!" 

Want  to  get  out  of  something  unpleasant?  A  shrug  of  the  shoulders  plus  a  sig¬ 
nificant  "Let  George  do  it,"  and  automatically  the  responsibility  was  laid  at 
some  other  person's  door*  George  happened  to  be  the"goat".  Want  to  excuse 
yourself  .for  something  that  was  really  your  job?  A  convenient  lapse  of  memory, 
and  a  "Let  George  do  it"  attitude,  and  you  immediately  passed  out  of  the  picture. 

The  "Let  George  do  it"  person  is  inherently  selfish.  His  first  thought  is  that 
of  pulling  out  from  under  any  responsibility  that  would  demand  sacrifice  on  his 
part.  The  fact  that  the  situation  involved  is  not  of  his  making  is  sufficient 
excuse  for  ducking  and  "taking  to  the  tall  timber." 

But  a  "Let  George  do  it"  man  is  not  a  happy  soul.  He  spends  too  much  of  his 
preciously  short  life  evading,  dodging,  and  disclaiming  responsibility. 

How  much  happier  he  would  be  if  he  would  reverse  his  procedure  and  would  delib¬ 
erately  seek  opportunities  to  let  his  soul  grow  big  through  thoughtful,  altru¬ 
istic  service.  Why,  indeed,  should  all  the  opportunities  for  growing  a  big  soul 
be  given  to  "George"? 

It  is  not  always  "money  service"  that  we  are  called  upon  to  render.  In  fact, 
money  is  the  smallest  of  the  demands  that  are  made  upon  us.  We  are  constantly 
asked  to  give  our  physical  energies  in  errands  of  helpfulness,  our  personality, 
our  influence,  our  example,  to  those  we  touch  in  everyday  life. 

From  a  Founder  point  of  view,  the  very  highest  form  of  service  is  giving  one's 
time  to  searching  out  choice  young  people  for  Christian  leadership  training. 

It's  a  simple  thing  to  discover  that  boy  next  door,  that  young  fellow  in  the 
office,  that  outstanding  girl  in  your  church.  It's  a  pleasant  task  to  tell  them 
about  your  camp  experiences,  and  it's  not  too  difficult  a  job  to  persuade  the 
father,  the  boss,  or  the  pastor  to  help  with  expenses. 

At  least  it  is  not  the  kind  of  job  you'd  want  to  hand  over  to  "George"  and  let 
him  have  the  satisfaction  and  the  joy  of  helping  a  boy  find  himself,  or  a  girl 
discover  the -hidden  riches  in  her  life. 

Why  let  "George"  get  all  the  fun  of  discovery,  the  satisfaction  of  helping,  the 
joy  of  accomplishment?
